Speeches Not a Success.

This is not 
an unusual mistake and it probably 
haz more effect on the gallery than 
on the delegates. The public can be 
assumed to be acquainted with men 
whose names are presented for this 
high office, and the nominating 
speech would be more effective if it 
were more brief. After a few min- 
utes the audience gets restless and 
the speaker is apt to be interrupted 
with cries of ‘‘Name him.” Even so 
veteran a politician as Gov. Allen 
of Kansas lessened the effectiveness 
of his appeal by extending it unnec- 
essarily. The Wood supporters would 
have been just as demonstrative had 
it been half as long. 

Mr. Wheeler, who put Senator 
Johnson in nomination, aroused op- 
position, not only by, the length of 
his speech, but by the tone.

PRACTICAL HOUSING PLANS. 

A thousand dwellings for employes of its Flint 
plant and 500 for employes of its Pontiac plants are 
being built by the General Motors Co. under agree- 
ments whose practical quality adds something to 
solutions of the housing problem. 

Dwellings to cost as much as $8500 for employes 
who can afford them are provided, but others are 
obtainable for a sum as low as $3500, and large num- 
bers at prices ranging from $3500 to $8500. The de- 
signs and constructive materials of these dwellings 
vary enough to prevent distinctiveness from being 
wholly lost and the homes are thoroughly modern in 
their sanitary, heating and other appointments. 

Each purchaser must pay down 5 per cent of the 
cost of his dwelling. After this condition is met the 
great feature of the plan comes into view. The com- 
pany advances the further sum of $800 to be credited 
on the contract of purchase. Thus, a worker buying 
a $4000 dwelling pays $200 of his own money to the 
housing association and then $800 furnished him by 
the company, leaving but $3000 to pay interest on. 
If he leaves the company’s employ before the expira- 
tion of five years, he gets back only what he himself 
has paid on the dwelling. But if he remains more 
than five years, the $800 is his permanently. 

How far the housing problem can be met without 
co-operation on some such generous plan by employ- 
ers remains to be determined. A cost prohibitive to 
average industrial workers defeats the purpose. Sites 
at reasonable prices is one of the essentials in devis- 
ing solutions. Much more comfortable and attractive 
dwellings can be provided at a given cost in Flint or 
Pontiac than in St. Louis, where land is an appre- 
ciable per cent dearer. 

It might be hoped that the General Motors Co. 
would introduce the plan here for the lessening of 
St. Louis difficulties. Unfortunately, {ts policy is 
to extend aid only to employes in the smaller towns.

JUST A MINUTE AT CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, June 11.—Socrates has talked to 
all the disputants in the great debate on the 
League of Nations, and he says we have ar- 
rived at the ultimate division-upon that ques- 
tion. Upon the one side are those who have 
faith in humankind to put war behind it, and 
upon. the other side are those without that 
faith. Socrates says the campaign is going to be 
not only the most interesting we have ever had, 
but the most interesting campaign the world 
has ever known because fraught with the great- 
est significance to civilization. In his opinion 
party is not going to have a great deal to do 
with it. He says the question is so much bigger 
than a!l parties that we must for the time be- 

ing lay party aside and give ourselves wholly 
to our decision in this grave matter. 
* *. 

Mr. Antwine agrees with this. He, too, has 
been around. He has heard everyone talk. It is 
an easy matter to find an interested group about 
such n.en as Borah and Johnson, who feel 
deeply upon this subject and are not ashamed 
to say what they think. Mr. Antwine says the 
East surrendered to the West upon the league 
plank because it realized there was no longer 
any possibility of maintaining the old party 
lines as such.

It is galling to the East- 
ern Republicans to have Hearst shrieking that 
he “‘orced them to chuck the League of Nations. 
Poor little Senator Lodge, whose reservations 
have gone into the junk pile, is a pitiable spec- 
tacle as chairman of @ convention which he 
asked ts endorse them. Still, there was no help 
for it in the absence of leadership courageous 
enough to defy the West, and both Socrates and 
Mr. Antwine say that what has happened was

What all our tonwits thought the convention 
should do was to ask Mr. Bryan to take charge, 
but the disappearance of party lines has not 
progressed sufficiently for anything of that sort.
